CHUNGKING, Sept. 13.—(UP) 
American troops may be used to 
occupy major Chinese. cities and 
enforce the orders of Generalissi- 
mo Chiang MKai-shek’s govern- 
ment until the internal situation 
is “stabilized,” Lt. Gen. Albert C. 
Wedemeyer, U. S. commander in) 
China. said today. 

Wedemeyer said plans under |

“The object of bringing in.

Wedemeyer said. 

U.S. Army headquarters 
should be operating in Shanghai 
by Oct. 15, Wedemeyer said, al- 
though a nucleus will remain in 
Chungking to work with the Chi- 
mese general staff to “insure con- 
tinuity” of co-operation until 
Chiang moves his headquarters to

Quake Rocks 
Central Chile 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Sept. 12.— 
(P)—A strong earthquake rocked 
more than 200 miles of central 
Chile today, killing at least two 
persons and injuring seven, but 
modern steel and concrete build- 
ings.stood up unde: the shock 
and damage was light. 

The temblor, timed officially at 
7:22 a. m., brought many fright- 
ened Santiagueros into the streets, 
weeping and praying. 

The Fordham observatory, in 
New York, timed a severe quake, 
with its epicenter 4,970 miles to 
the south, at 7:28:44, and recorded 
an after-shock at 7:38:10.

DELIVERED ARMS 

By ship, plane and: parachute 
the secret army men clandestine- 
ly delivered more than 27,000 tons 
of American food, clothing and 
weapons worth many millions of 
dollars to resistance forces of 
many countries, fighting Germany 
and Japan from underground. 

Often the; engaged vastly supe- 
rior forces of enemy troops at 
will, destroyed bridges, roads, 
trains, vehicles, communications, 
power lines and vital factories and 
military installations the enemy 
needed. 

Finally, with the war at an end, 
they turned to an errand of mercy 
and, ready as they were to para 
chute into war areas and hit the 
Japs, dropped instead into pris- 
oner-of-war camps {to arrange res- 
cues of thousands of Americans, 
including Gen. WainWright and 
the Doolittle airmen in China. 
SMALL UNIT 

OSS explained that the secret 
army functioned in small groups 
ranging from two to 30 members 
rather than as 3-large unit 
cases, except When. they 
with larger underground forces 
which they had trained in lead- 
ing harassing attacks against the 
rear of Nazi or Japanese forces. 

Praise for the secret army’s 
contribution to the Allied victory 
from Gen. Eisenhower for its work 
in Germany and Gen, Clark for 
the part it played in the victory 
in Italy, was revealed also for the 
first time. 

Another war secret came out 
with disclosure of a complaint 
over the secret army’s activities 
made by German Field Marshal 
Kesselring, Nazi commander-in- 
chief in the southwest. His words 
were in a captured enemy docu- 
ment in which he said that sabo- 
tage by the secret army was han- 
dicapping his supply lines. 

“This pest must be countered,” 
said Kesselring in the documents 
dated Oct. 1, 1944, “with every 
available means in the interests 
of supplying the fighting troops 
and allowing the potential war ef- 
fort of German-occupied Italy to 
be utilized to the full.” 

But it continued to function, not 
only in Italy but through all en- 
emy-occupied territory. 

In all those territories the he- 
roic volunteer U. S. soldiers, sail- 
ors, Marines, civilians and foreign 
nationals brought American in- 
spiration, aid and leadership to 
conquered peoples. 

ORGANIZED RESISTANCE 

They’ penetrated enemy terri- 
tories by parachute drops, by sub- 
marine small boats and overland 
through the lines, carrying radios 
for communications with OSS 
headquarters in the theater. 

One of the biggest units, known 
by the code name, “Jedburgh,” 
was composed of U. S., British, 
French, Belgian, Dutch and Polish 
soldiers, who parachuted into 
France, Belgium and Holland be- 
fore the after D-Day to organize 
and arm resistance armies. Others 
worked alone. 

The OSS secret army also kept 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia sup- 
plied with arms and clothing.

Japanese Textile Dominance 
Dumped Into U. 5.-Anglo Laps 


Cotton Factors Want 


Have Mills 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—One of the prices Japan must pay 
for her sneak attack on Pearl Harbor is to give up her status 
as the world’s leading cotton textile exporter—a title she held 


before the war. 


Worth Street opinion is divided as to what will happen to 


Japan’s formidable array of cotton spindles 


Some think she will be allowed 
to keep the industry but be great- 
ly restricted in her exports of cot- 
ton goods. ' 

Others velieve Nipponese mills 
will be dismantled, and be equip- 
ment sent to China for reparations 
—partly in payment for such ma- 
chinery the Japs stole around 
Shanghai and Tientsin. 

Either way, it will be a long 
time before her production of cot- 


‘ton textiles will compete in world 


markets. 

The Textile Export Association 
of the United States said today 
it favors the latter course. Of- 
ficials added they will ask the 
government for a quick definition 
of policies. 

GAUGE BOMB DAMAGE 


Other textile merchants said 
they will seek official figures on 
the extent of bomb damage to tex- 
tile mills in Japan, since this will 
be important in gauging future 
world cotton dealings. 

Government and trade associa- 
tion figures show how important 
Japan became in the wolrd cotton 
textile picture: , 

In 1929 she exported only 1,- 
791,000,000 square yards of cot- 
ton goods against Great Britain’s 
3,672,000,000.° ‘But in 1933 she 
surpassed England by 59,000,000. 
And the Japs reached an appar- 
ent peak of 2,725,000,000 in 1935, 
while Britain slipped to 1,948,- 
000,000. 

By 1939 the Nipponese exported 
2,444,000,000 square yards of fin- 
ished cotton goods, against 1,921,- 
000,000 for Great Britain and 357,- 
519,000 for the United States. The 
latter was never a large factor in 
the world textile export trade. 

Japan. bought most of her raw 
cotton frommAmerica during the 
expansion years—until the gov- 
ernment loan program gradually 
brought the United States price 
up. She then turned to Brazil. 


PURCHASES IN U. §. 


In 1932 her purchases in the 
United States hit a high of 2,294,- 
000 bales, fell to 1,550,000 by 
1937 and dropped abruptly to 
691,000 in 1938. 

The consensus in Worth Street 
is that Japan lost about one-half 
of her cotton textile industry 
through bombings, leaving her 
about 6,000,000. spindles on the 
home islands. 

China has about 4,000,000 spin- 
dles—partly Jap-owned. Presum- 


'ably the Chinese will get the Jap- 


anese mills in her country and, 
if she were awarded a majority 
of those in Japan, China would 
inherit fourth position in the 
world. 

Apparently silk will not enter 
world channels for years, too, 
since most women are talking 
about nylons these days. About 
80 per cent of Japan’s silk output 
went into United States hosiery. 

The American wool council said 
Japan’s efforts in the woolen 
goods field followed the pattern 
of cotton but that only a few fine 
worsteds entered the United 
States before the war—enough to 
consider the project in the labora- 
tory experiment stage.

Never- 
theless, it is wise to inform and 
protect ourselves and to make our 
scientific knowledge available to 
other nations.

Prince Fumimaro Konoye, vice 
premier, conferred with MacAr- 
thur at the supreme commander’s 
headquarters yesterday. 

Earlier Konoye declared in an 
interview that as premier just be- 
fore Pearl Harbor, he had tried 
to head off war by arranging a 
meeting with President Roosevelt. 
He said his plans were frustrated 
by the militarists and Japan’s 
own international reputation “as 
a liar.” 

“ANNAPOLIS” BROKEN UP 

The even tenor of occupation 
was maintained, meanwhile, with 
the Japanese government  an- 
nouncing the dissolutioh of two 
hotbeds of militarism and aggres- 
sion. 

In accordance with MacArthur’s 
demands, imperial headquarters 
was disbanded, and 15,200 stu- 
dents of the naval college—the 
Annapolis of Japan—were  dis- 
missed.

Do ‘Joints’ Still Have Influence? 


A few days ago The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion called attention to the fact that too 
many local eating places were dirty, un- 
Sanitary and some were downright filthy. 


The Constitution respectfully called 
this tothe attention of the city and county 
health departments and asked them, in 
behalf of the health of the city and its im- 
pression on visitors as well, to maintain 
rigid inspection and to rate each eating 
place, said rating to be exhibited where 
the public could see it. 


Now comes the Atlanta Restaurant As- 
sociation commending such action. Their 
letter is published in the “Pulse of the 
Public” column on this page. We recom- 
mend it be read in full, and we quote 
here a paragraph: 


“About five years ago the Restaurant 


Association made a concerted effort to get 
City Council to adopt the U. S. Public 
Health Service Code for restaurants, which 
is a system for grading restaurants for 
their sanitary qualifications. We were un- 
successful in getting this law passed due 
to opposition from many so-called ‘joints’ 
which had strong political influence.” 


A new City Council is coming in soon. 
The Constitution believes it will not be 
dictated to by operators of dirty, disease- 
spreading eating places. 


In the meantime, why can’t the present 


council, some members of which supported 
the plea for clean eating places, try again 
and let us see who it is that is willing to 
vote for disease and filth for the sake of 
the support of some unscrupulous “cafe” 
keeper? Why delay?

A Great Fighter 
Is a Little Tired 


As I write, the old fellow with the hour 

glass and scythe is standing by the bed of Dr. 

‘ Steadman Vincent Sanford, chancellor of the Uni- 
versity System of Georgia. 

He has been there before. And that explains why he doesn’t 
look at all confident. This tim®, they say, the sands are about to 
run out of the hour glass of life for one of Georgia’s great men. 
But the old boy with the glass and the scythe would be the first 
to warn against being at all sure about it. 

Three or four times he has stood there beside the same man and 
each time the man got up. Even at 74 years of age he is a tough 
and rugged fighter. 

You will, for instance, not hear ever again, as you have not heard 
before, a story such as his and the coming of this cerebral hemor- 
rhage. Whenethe brittle artery breaks in the brain the effect is 
something like a blow. 

But give eyes to this. 

On Wednesday morning S. V. Sanford was sitting at his desk at 
the end of the long table about which were gathered the Board 
of Regents of the University System. 

He turned to the man nearest him and said, quietly, not dis- 
turbing a regent who was speaking, “I feel quite ill.” 

“Let me get you a Coca-Cola,” said this person, and he got up, 
went out into the long hall and got it. He came back and put it 
before the chancellor. 

He tried to raise his right hand and couldn’t. 

“I’m paralyzed,” he said, very quietly, and then reached out with 
his left hand, took the bottle and calmly drank its contents. 

The regent sat there, immobilized by concern and the sheer 
courage and great stamina of the man who had been hit in the 
brain by a bullet of blood, and who calmly said, “I am paralyzed,” 
and went ahead with the objective of getting a cold drink. 

All this while there had been no disturbance. Only two or three 
persons noted the fact the chancellor was ill. It was not until he 
was attacked by nausea that a recess was called. 

They put him on a couch, calls were made for doctors and an 
ambulance. As they stood there, terribly concerned, the half-para- 
lyzed man sat up on the couch, an almost impossible feat: But he 
did it. By himself. 

It was later that unconsciousness and deep coma made it pos- 
sible for others to do their will. Until then the terrific blow of 


a brain hemorrhage couldn’t knock out S. V. Sanford.

Athens Remembers In Athens yesterday, and the night be- 


fore, the talk was of his immense service 
to the university; his great vitality and his never-resting drive 
which wore down much younger men. 

In Georgia, such has been our cofidition, that a chancellor had 
to be educator, administrator, money-getter, and politician. Re- 
luctant to give to the university support, the legislature had to be 
lobbied and cajoled. For more than 40 years he carried that load 
with the others. 

He was a fighter from the beginning. His first school job was 
with the Marietta Male Academy. Some ten or more principals 
had been run off by the larger boys. The last one had had his 
hands tied behind his back, a tin milk bucket placed over his head, 
and had been escorted to the limits of the town and told to keep 
going. 

Dr. Sanford liked to tell how, on his first day at school, he 
whipped 15 boys, five with his fists and 10 with a stick. 

The next day a large woman appeared in the door. 

“Did you whip my boy yesterday?” 

“I don’t know, madam, I whipped 15. I didn’t ask their names. 
He may have been one of them.” 

“Nobody ever whipped a Weaver and lived. You come outside.” 

He eyed the huge woman. 

“I will not,” he said. “I am a man and you are a lady.” 

“T will waive that,” she said, “come out.” 

He kept talking—he was a gifted talker. And the Weaver clan 
came to be his friends. 

The father of another boy sent word he was going to shoot him 
like a dog and for days thereafter used to stand outside the school 
with a shotgun under his arm. 

That was a fighting start. He kept on. Rarely is it possible to 
see what one man has wrought in so clear a manner as it may be 
seen what he has done. He got buildings when others couldn’t. 
When the war came on he got some Army or Navy unit for each 
of his institutions to carry them through. He stood off the greedy, 
killing hand of corrupt politicians who wanted to kill the university, 

He would not have any help on any task. He resented any 
inference he needed any. The load he carried for almost half a 
century would have broken three or four ordinary men. 

The day he was stricken his schedule was to attend the regents’ 
meeting, drive to Athens to preside at an educational conference; 
leave it at about 10 o’clock and drive to Augusta for a conference 
the next morning about the hospital there. Now he is a little tired. 

The sands seem to be running out for him after 74 years, but 
the first one to say you can’t be sure about it is the old fellow in 
the white robe standing there with the glass and scythe.

There 
was little, if any business, for the roadside restaurants, the filling 
stations and tourist camps. To say nothing of the souvenir shacks. 

A large proportion shut up shop entirely. Their proprietors 
and employes either went into the armed forces or found jobs 
in war industry. The hot-dog stands decayed, deserted, and the 
tourist camps were left to the squirrels and the field mice. 

I wonder if the places we knew managed to keep going, or not? 

: There was that place a few miles north 
Near St. Augustine >/'°S; Augustine, Fla. with plywood 
cabins painted to imitate brick. Comfortable on our first visit but 
unpleasantly cold on the second. And that elaborate and ex- 
pensive “motel” inside St. Augustine, likewise too cold when we 
stayed there one January. 

The camp on the outskirts of Lake City, Fla., when son and I 
spent a night. 

We arrived there late, after having turned thumbs down on 
several other places along our route, The robust, motherly woman 
at this camp-had only one cabin vacant. Without a bath. We were 
tired and sleepy and took it. Clean and the bed was good. Had 
breakfast there, in the morning, the two of us, and the woman and 
her niece—good-looking gal—told us their history. A widow, the 
woman came from New England and had opened that camp with 
her husband, before his death. 

The bill for the two of us, cabin and breakfasts included, was 
$1.25 We never found another like that, financially speaking. 

There was that camp beside a highway in New 
In New Jersey Jersey where we—again son and I—spent a 
night en route north, because we had made better time than antici- 
pated and our New York hotel reservation was not good until the 
following day. That was a new camp. Our names were the first 
on the register. Pleasant young married couple running it. Rather 
crude, then, but they had big plans for enlargements and improve- 
ments, all of which they told us. He had a job in a near-by factory 
and planned to keep it, with his wife running the camp when he 
was away at work. 

And there was the eating place, a quarter mile down that road, 
spotless, with plain but good food. And the woman running that 
eatery informed me it would be easier to operate. there without 
coffee than without apple sauce. 

There was the roadside eating place in Pennsylvania where, 
traveling alone, I stopped one noon for sandwich and coffee. The 
only customer at the moment. And the woman, almost as broad 
as she was tall and fiftyish, saw the Georgia tag on my car and 
told me of her lifelong desire, never satisfied, to visit “the south.” 


I wonder if she ever got down this way? 

There was another Pennsylvania town into 
Those Steaks which we drove late one afternoon and found 
a tourist camp. Nice, clean cabins but too close to a railroad for 
undisturbed sleep, as we discovered that night. 

We asked the proprietor to recommend a good place to eat and 
he sent us to a restaurant he said a friend of his had just opened. 
The interior decorations, we discovered, were unfinished. 

I forgot what I ate. But son ate a steak. On the menu were 
two such items. Steak, $1.25. Small steak, $1. Son ordered the 
small steak, saying he’d get another if that wasn’t sufficient. He 
was hungry. 

But when that “small steak” came it was almost as big as the 
platter and nearly an inch thick. If that steak was small, we've 
wondered ever since what the regular size would be. That has been 
a good dream in these meat-scarce days. 

The hotel built above the Shenandoah caves, in the famous valley 
of that name. Air conditioned by the cool air that arises out of 
the caves. A grand place on a hot summer night. 

I wonder how many the war has left, of these places where 
we have siept and ate? If they’ll hurry that new car and the good,

It may be that Russian posses- Pa 


sion of the secret would endanger 
nobody, but who can give assur- 
ance of that? Who knows what 
Russia will.do in the next five 
years—or would do if armed with 
atomic bombs? 

What of Germany and Japan? 

Shrewd propaganda has already 
convinced many of our occupying 
troops and many people here at 
home that the German people are 
innocent and harmless, and only 
the “war criminals” evil. 

The Japs have shrewdly re-. 
turned to their former policy of) 
deep-bowing, smiling politeness, | 
and our boys, incapable of cruelty | 
to a fallen foe, accept every hand | 
and courtesy that is offered. 

Soon there will be a campaign 
to persuade us to forgive these 
“repentant and reformed” nations, 
and they will be admitted to the 
United Nations organization as full 
brothers. They will share the 
secret of the bomb.

Big Navy Obsolete 
In an Atomic Era? 


WASHINGTON.—The Navy Department's re- 

quest for a peacetime naval establishment of 

ae 1,079 fighting ships will probably be regarded as 
somewhat premature. 

Not until a proper study can be made of the relationship be- 
tween the newly developed atomic bomb and a modern battleship 
will it be possible to determine just what our peace naval needs are. 

That, in effect, was the chief reservation made by Rep. Carl 
Vinson and Sen. David I. Walsh, chairmen of the House and Senate 
Naval Affairs Committees, respectively, in presenting the depart- 
ment’s request to congress. 

It seems likely, as many naval authorities believe, that an entire 
ly new concept of naval warfare will be brought into being by the 
emergence of the robot and atomic bomb. 

If that proves true, the great bulk of our present fleet, built at 
a cost of billions of dollars and the most powerful the world has 
ever known, will be obsolete. It would have little or no value as 
a defense weapon. 

From the damage done by a single atomic bomb at Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, it is difficult to believe that a modern battleship, 
costing eighty to one hundred million dollars, could stand up against 
the force of this new weapon of destruction. 

Some naval experts profess to be- 


Direct Hit Not Needed lieve that a battleship would be 
put out of action if one of these bombs struck within a radius of 
a few miles of it. : 

And what is true of battleships must be even more true of the 
great carriers we have built, since they are far more vulnerable. 

Americans are determined that never again shall we be caught 
unprepared for war as we were at Pearl Harbor. But in consider- 
ing the need for maintaining the great naval establishment’ we have 
created the question arises first whether or not it\is outdated. 

No doubt the Navy was thinking only of a temporary policy in 
presenting its peacetime program for dealing with the fleet. Under 
the stress of war conditions we have built up a Navy of some 1,308 
fighting ships. 

Of these it is proposed that we keep, either in active service 
or in reserve, a total of 1,079, including 18 of the 24 battleships 
we now have, 24 of the 27 carriers of 27,000 tons, all three of our 
big 42,000-ton carriers, and a fair assortment of cruisers, destroyers, 
destroyer escorts and submarines. 

The cost of maintaining such an establishment would be enor- 
mous. Before committing ourselves to such an outlay we should 
determine the practicability of the fleet in the face of new scien- 


tific weapons that have been devised. 

The United States, Britain and Canada now con- 
Atom Bomb trol the secret of the atomic bomb. But this will 
not always be the case. Scientists of other nations will be pressing 
hard for the secret. The Germans were only about a year behind 
us in experiments at the time they collapsed. 

Before adopting a permanent program for the maintenance of a 
peacetime Navy, therefore, we should do as the House and Senate 
Naval Affairs Committees propose that we do. We should make 
a thorough investigation of the changes that may be necessitated 
in the structure and organization of the Navy due to the develop- 
ment of robot and atomic bombs. 

Some of our more curious-minded advocates of national defense 
may want to take an old battleship out to sea and make it the 
target of atomic bomb. By all means they should be allowed to 
do this, if we can find one that is ready for scrapping. 

It is important that we know the facts. 

The pity of it is that we did not do more of this kind of ex- 
perimenting back in the early days of the bomber. Gen. Billy 
Mitchell did succeed in persuading service brass-hats to let him do 
a bit of bombing of the kind, but it was not enough to be con- 
clusive. 

The result was that World War II caught us unprepared in the 
vital new air weapons of war. 

Perhaps the most important thing to remember in building up 
our peacetime defenses is that in the next war, if another is al- 
lowed to come, we will not be given time, as we were in the past, 
to prepare. With the introduction of the atomic bomb we face the 
danger of having our defenses wiped out within a single week.

A Loan 
To Britain? 


For a century 


creditor nation. Income from 
British loans and investments was 
used partly to make more invest- 
ments and partly to pay for im- 
ports, which increased the British 
tandard of living. 

By shrewd management, Britain 
managed to come. through the 
first World. War with very little 
Impairment of its net creditor po- 
sition. At the outset of the sec- 
ond World War her foreign hold- 
ings were estimated to be between 
14 and 18 billion dollars. Her 
holdings in the United States were 
approximately as large as they 
were in 1914. 

Now Britain finds herself in a 
financial situation to which she 
is not accustomed. Some of her 
foreign investments have been 1|iq- 
uidated or physically destroyed or 
camaged. And, without counting 
lend-lease, she has incurred sub- 
stantial debts. 

Britain needs financial assist- 
ance, to get back on her feet and 
to straighten out her debts to such 
countries as India and Egypt. Un- 
Questionably, it is to our interest 
to help the British untangle their 
affairs and get on a self-support- 
ing basis. We need a strong and 
friendly Britain. 

The British do not want a regu- 
lar loan, because they don’t want 
to assume the burden of the in- 
terest charges. Yet a straight 
grant-in-aid would hardly comport 
with Britain’s pride of her posi- 
tion as one of the Big Five of the 
United Nations. 

It has been suggested that we 
refund to Britain the money which 
she spent in war supplies in the 
United States prior to lend-lease, 
and that we take over at least 
part of her sterling debts to oth- 
er countries incurred during the 
war. These suggestions are sup- 
ported by the argument that we 
should compensate Britain for her 
war service prior to lend-lease, By 
ome same line of argument, we 

ght to repay Britain for her 

War costs. 

We benefited, of course, from 
Britain's gallant stand. But we 
know that Britain did not stand 
a@lione as an accommodation to the 
United States. 

The British are in the position 
of a family who have been ac- 
customed to getting part of their 
income from investments. With- 
out those investments, or with 
fewer of them, they will have to 
@arn more income if they are to 
keep up their standard of living. 
They might even find themselves, 
at least temporarily, a net debtor. 
But that is a condition with which 
many other nations have had and 
will continue to have experience. 
The United States was a net debt- 
or until the first World War. 

If the British can scale down 
their debts to other countries, we 
certainiy should not object. Many 
mations have benefited from the 
Allhe@ victory without contribut- 
ing much to it. The prodigal) 
scale of our lend-lease, on top of 
our own prodigious expenditures 
on our own account, speak for 
themselves. If Britain’s burden 
should be shared further, it should 
be with someone else. Surely, the 
British do not expect the United 
States to restore their prewar cred- 
itor position or even to prevent 
them from becoming a debtor na- 
ton. as so many other nations 
have been, and are.

Hogs Can Be Raised 
In North Georgia, Too 


The Piedmont section of Georgia has never 
been a great hog-producing section although most 
farm families raise a pig or two for home con. 

sumption. The usual method is to purchase a pig at weaning time 
in the spring and grow it out until winter when it is slaughtered. 
The farm family has fresh meat for a few days and the rest of the 
hog goes into lard and cured meat. 

The principal reason why hog 
production on a commercial scale 
is not generally practiced in north 
Georgia is because our red clay 
soil will not withstand tramping 
in wet weather. In south Geor- 
gia there is more sand in the soil 
and it can withstand the tramp- 
ing without serious injury, Thus, 
in south Georgia the swine can 
gather their own feed for the most 
part, and in north Georgia the 
farmer must carry their feed to 
them. 

The growing 
kudzu has opened up great pos- 
sibilities for hog raising in north 
Georgia. Every now and then we 
hear of farmers Who are fencing 
in former gullies which have been 
reclaimed by kudzu and are turn- 
ing these gullies into hog pas- 
tures. The hogs do not injure the 
land and they get a considerable 
amount of their feed from the 
kudzu. It is entirely possible that 
this practice may become general 
and make possible another fine 
livestock crop for the farmers of 
our red clay section of Georgia. 
There is no real reason why it 
should be confined to the former 
gullies. Any well established field 
of kudzu with proper fencing and 
a water supply would provide a 
hog paradise. Of course, a certain 
amount of additional feed is re- 
quired in the form of proteins, car- 
bohydrates and minerals, but the 
kudzu can be made to provide a 
considerable portion of their feed. 

Morrison, the authority on live- 
stock feeding, points out that an 
acre of good alfalfa pasture saves 
from 800 to 1,000 pounds of corn 


oe 


and at least 500 pounds of tank- 
age. It is reasonable to believe 
that kudzu would do equally well 
for it is about equal to alfalfa in 
most food elements—lower in ¢al- 
cium and phosphorus but high- 
er in protein content. Kudzu 
would be cooler for the pigs in 
summer than the average pasture 
and that should help. Cromartie, 
of Dougherty county, has proved 
that kudzu land is 20 degrees cool- 
er in summer and much warmer 
in winter, 

Of course, hogs might ruin the 
kudzu if kept there too long. It 
should be regarded as a grazing 
crop and handled as a pasture and 
not as a corn or peanut field 
where all of the crop is gathered. 
The kudzu roots contain much 
starch and a starch-hungry hog 
would go down and get the roots 
unless otherwise satisfied. Some 
farmers prevent rooting by placing 
a ring in the nose of the pig.

Mr. Smyth persuaded the lovely Jane to 
return to be his bride, and so the following year, in 1938, Jane and 
her uncle, Dr. W. A. Evans, journeyed to the Far East, where Jane 
and the diplomat were married in the American embassy in Peking. 
Thereafter, married life began in China for the American couple, 
who resided in a house in the embassy compound. 

The Smyths divided their time between their town house and 
their country place, which was the former palace of a minor Chi- 
nese prince. Spacious and attractive in its native structure, the 
house was built around a large pond which, Jane says, was frozen 
over in the winter for ice skating, and in the summer lotus blossoms 
floated on the water’s surface. There was a large foreign colony 
in Peking, according to the visitor, and social life was geared to 
an enjoyable tempo. There were many social affairs among the 
residents of the colony, as well as with many of Peking’s leading 
Chinese residents. 

The foreign colony not only was active socially and officially, 
but members focused their interests and their efforts on a variety 
of charity projects which aided such things as Chinese orphans and 
the Foreign Women’s Aid, the latter to help destitute white women 
stranded in China. Bridge parties, teas and concerts were among 
methods employed for the charity benefits. 

There are no American shops there, and milady either ordered 
her clothes from the States or had them made. The Chinese are 
superb craftsmen, says Jane, and their finished products are ex- 
quisite examples of detail and perfection. Many Chinese women 
have been influenced by Americans due to the fact that many 
Chinese women have received their education in the States, and 
many, like Madame Chiang, have embraced many of the western 
world’s customs. All Chinese women wear native dress—the long 
straight models which Americans recall seeing Madame Chiang 
wear during her tour of this country. . 

According to Jane, these models may look exactly alike to the 
Americans, but they are different every year, the styles for the 
well-dressed Chinese women coming out of the fashion capital at 
Shanghai. To the wearer, there is a difference in the models even 
though it may be just a bit longer, the slit a bit longer or shorter, 
the designs of embroidery, the high collar line just a little different 
to distinguish it from the preceding year’s model. 

Chinese women are beautifully groomed, visit the beauty parlors 
just like fastidious women throughout the world. And, incidentally, 
the majority of beauty parlor operators are White Russians. 

Jane’s husband is in Chungking, and until his wife can rejoin 
him she is dividing her time visiting relatives in this country, and 
is following her interest in art, a hobby which. began when she 
studied sculpture in China. When she leaves Atlanta for Aberdeen, 
Miss., she will visit her uncle, Dr. Evans, the same Dr. Evans who 


accompanied her to China to marry.

I think that for small businesses and individuals one might even 

add to this service a wrapping service. Peeple who live in apart- 
ments have very little space for keeping boxes, wrapping paper and 
twine. In New York City I know that a consolidated delivery 
service exists but all deliveries were curtailed during the war to 
save gasoline, while messenger service was merged or cut. People 
were willing to wait for deliveries and to wait in sending their 
letters or messages far longer than would be convenient in peace- 
time. : 
Probably the big stores will resume more frequent deliveries, 
es gasoline is more plentiful, and messenger service may also be 
increased. Therefore, in the big cities where such consolidations 
have taken place, there might not be an opening for new small 
delivery services. Undoubtedly, however, in small towns and even 
in villages this might be made a very great convenience and be 
built up into a varied and well-paying service, if the person run- 
ning it was ingenious enough to watch for the needs of the com- 
munity and offered new services as he discovered those needs. 

Of course, this whole idea might be made more feasible if some 
big group would sponsor it, furnish the delivery vehicles and ar- 
range for franchises to cover parking space and telephone service. 
But I think the individual would still have great play for per- 
sonal development and personal ingenuity. It seems to me the idea 
is worth-while consideration by veterans, particularly those who 
are not able to do very heavy work. 

Il am told that one great bar to the employment of handicapped 
veterans, or any handicapped people, is a certain reluctance of 
many employers, particularly those who employ a small number. 
They dislike to assume the risk of engaging those who they fear 
may be more easily injured on the job and become more seriously 
disabled because of their previous disability—which means longer 
and heavier payments of state workmen’s compensation. 

Whether anything can be done by the federal government to 
lessen this risk for employes and, therefore, make it easier for 
handicapped veterans to get jobs, is a question which should be 
taken up by the-Veterans’ Bureau and the congressional committees.

U. S. BLOOD FLOWS IN VEINS 
OF NATION'S ARGENTINE FRIEND 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 13.—(UP)—Foreign Minister Juan 
Isaac Cooke, whose avowed aim is to improve the difficult situ- 
tion existing between Argentina and the United States, is the 
grandson of a United States sailor. 

The founder of the Argentine Cooke family was Isaac Mac- 
Kinley Cooke, of California, who in the 1850s went to Panama 
and became a ship chandler. He prospered and married Car- 
men Arosemena de Merino, from whom the present foreign 
minister derives the blood of prominent Panamanian and Ecua- 
dorean families. 

Of their seven sons, Ernesto and Genaro came to Argentina. 
The latter, who was the father of the foreign minister, first 
studied dentistry in the University of Baltimore. He traveled 
through the Western Hemisphere and was known as the “North 
American traveling dentist” in Latin America. He was a social 
favorite wherever he went, 

He met and married Amelia Luciana, an Argentine, in a 
town near Buenos Aires. They settled in La Plata, with the 
fame of being the first North American dentist in Argentina. 
He spoke Spanish with a heavy accent and fathered four sons 
and three daughters. 

Of the sons, Genaro Jr., a journalist, is now in the United 
States; Mario is a famous Buenos Aires architect; Federico is 
a well-known lawyer, and Juan is the foreign minister, known 
among his intimates as “John.” His oldest son, who acts as his 
private secretary, is also known as John. 

Genaro Cooke Sr.’s arrival in Argentina was shortly before 
the 1890 revolution from which the now powerful radical party 
was born. This party immediately attracted all of his sons.

All of the centers will be in 
operation by Sept. 24, with the 
AAF scheduled to finish up its 
backlog within 42.2 days and the 
service forces in 35 days. After 
Jan. 1, discharges will be handled 
by the 26 regular centers. 

PEAK IN JANUARY 

Between now .and Christmas, 
Henry told the committee, the 
Army expects to release approxi- 
mately 1,300,000 men with dis- 
_ charges hitting a peak of 672,000 
in January. Since V-E Day, May 
& the Army has released approxi- 
tnately 700,000, making the expect- 
ed vearend total 2,000,000. 

Sen. Johnson, Democrat, Colo- 
rado, told Gen. Henry that he has 
been receiving complaints that men 
returned from combat were sitting 
ground camps in this country, 
“cutting grass with bayonets and 
holding hands” while awaiting dis- 
charge.

He 
said that was figured on the basis 
of 500,000 men in Germany, 900,- 
000 in Japan and about 1,100,000 
in this country. 

Henry replied that those were 
the figures which Gen. Eisenhower 
and Gen. MacArthur considered 
“the minimum” for their needs. 
H:.. complained of what he called 
“the hysteria to get everybody out 
and take nobody in.” 

“We know we can’t have an 
Army like Russia, England, and 
France but maybe we can have an 
Army as big as Mexico or Italy,” 
Henry commented, with.a smile. 

Henry said more than 200,000 
have died tm this war for the 
American way of life and asserted 
‘that they will have died in vain 
unless the nation keeps sufficient 
military strength to back its hand 
in peace and postwar negotiations. 

Senator Gurney, Republican, 
South Dakota commented that he 
thought Henry’s explanation would 
“alleviate” some of the concern 
over the Army’s postwar size.

Hospital 
For Negroes 
Is Advocated 


By M. L. ST. JOHN, 
Constitution Staff Writer. . 
MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Sept. 
13.—Construction of an entirely 
new mental hospital installation 
for Negroes in southwest Georgia, 
thereby reducing by one-third the 
size of the huge and unwieldy hos- 
pital here, has ‘the unofficial ap- 
proval of members of a special 
legislative investigating committee 
here tonight. 

State Welfare Director A. J. 
Hartley, Hospital Superintendent 
Yarbrough and members of the 
medical staff of the state hospital, 
recommended that all present hos- 
pital facilities for Negroes here be 
abandoned and a new installation 
be constructed at a cost of approx- 
imately $3,000,000. They said the 
present buildings, 75-year-old fire- 
traps, are in such condition that 
they cannot be repaired at any 
reasonable cost. They said they 
would have no objection if the 
legislators saw fit to move the Ne 


gro patients to a new location in 
the center of Georgia’s Negro pop- 
ulation. 

Members of the legislative com- 
mittee, which inspected mental 
hospitals in other southeastern 
states recently, said they found 
hospitals could be operated more 
efficiently if they were in smaller 
units. They like the idea of de- 
centralizing Milledgeville. Hartley } 
said if a new hospital was built 
elsewhere for Negroes, the popula- 
tion of the Milledgeville State hos- 
pital would be reduced from more 
than 8,000 to approximately 5,000. 
This would give the hospital a bet- 
ter selection of persorinel to em- 
ploy in the local community, Hart- 
ley added. 


IMPROVEMENTS ASKED 


Hartley and Yarbrough asked 
the committee to endorse $1,875,- 
000 worth of new buildings and 
improvements for the Milledgeville 
Hospital, in addition to the Negro 
hospital installation. They also re- 
marked that new buildings alone 
won't solve the problem, and asked 
funds for medical and lay person- 
nel to bring the hospital up to 
standard. 

They recommended nine new 
buildings and 40 new residences 
for hospital personnel. The new 
buildings sought include: $350,000 
building to replace the female con- 
valescent building; $500,000 struc- 
ture to replace the twin building; 
$250,000 structure to replace the 
several female detached buildings; 
three new dormitories and a din- 
ing hall for the Negro farm col- 
ony, costing a total of $275,000; 
twenty homes for additional medi- 
cal staff, $120,000; twenty homes 
for additional administrative staff, 
$120,000; new bakery and equip- 
ment, $115,000 and auditorium 
costing $275,000. 


RECOMMEND CHANGES 
Yarbrough and Hartley recom- 
mended remodeling the nurses’ 
home at a cost of $150,000 and 
furnishing it at a cost of $60,000. 
They asked $150,000 worth of 
equipment for a new laundry 
which is now going up, $100,000 
worth of medical equipment for 
laboratories, $350,000 worth of 
metal beds, dishwashing machines, 
chairs and other equipment for 
new and old buildings. They want 
the administrative building, which 
includes hospital wards, remodeled 
at a cost of $125,000. 

They asked for 20 additional 
doctors at a cost of $96,000 an- 
nually and additional attendants 
at $250,000 a year 

They also asked for $50,000 ad- 
dition to the dairy herd.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—(4 
The homecoming date for five 
divisions in Europe has been mov- 
ed up to bring them back by the 
end of this month. 

The War Department said today 
that the Ninth and 16th Armored 


and 63d, 69th and 99th Infantry 
Divisions would land at eastern 
ports during September. 

Plans made in late June call- 
ed for return of 15 divisions from 
the European and Mediterranean 
theaters by Sept. 1. A total of 20 
have come back to the states so 


far, with a few of them scheduled | 


for Pacific redeployment. 

The divisions had been screen- 
ed, with low point men removed 
from those scheduled for early re- 
turn to the United States. These 
low point men were assigned to 
occupational units or outfits sched- 
uled for later return. 

The Army gave this summary of 
its program: 

Divisions scheduled to embark 
for the United States during Sep- 
tember: 5th, 6th, 7th, 14th and 
16th Armored Divisions; 63d, 69th, 
88th, 99th, 103d and 106th Infantry 
Divisions; 17th Airborne Division. 

During October: 10th Armored 


Iiand 70th Infantry Divisions (sev- 


eral additional divisions will come 
back during October but have not 
yet been designated). 

November: 92d Infantry. 

December: 34th Infantry. 

The department listed nine di- 
visions as now scheduled for oc- 
cupation duty, but noted that this 
list is subject to change. All of 
these units are being screened of 
men eligible for discharge. The 
occupation units are: First and 
Fourth Armored Divisions; First, 
Third, Ninth, 42d, 78th and 84th 
Infantry Divisions; 82d Airborne 
Division.
